Qaim 12. {Withdrawn) The detergent composition according to Claim 11 wherein the level of said 
polymer is from about 0.0001% to about 0.1%.

Claim 16. (Withdrawn) The detergent composition of Claim 11 wherein the hydrophilic polymer is 
selected from the group of polymers consisting of xanthan gum, guar gum gum arabic, pectin and 
mixmres thereof. 

Oaim 17. (Withdrawn) The detergent composition of Qaim 16 wherein the hydrophilic polymer is 
xanthan gum.

(Withdrawn) The detergent composition of Claim 1 1 wherein the detergent surfactant has 
a predominantly linear smicture.

2-amino-2-methyl-lpropanol. 

Claim 31. (^Currently amended) A kit comprising an implement, a pad containing sapcrabsorbent 
material having a capacity for water of at least about 15g/g when measured under a confining 
pressure of 03 psi, and a detergent composition comnrising fr om about 0.0001% to about 0,2%, by 
weight, of a hvdronhllic shear thinning polymer, said deterg ent composition containing from about 
0.05% no more than dbeat 0.4% by weight of detergent surfactant, less than about 5.0% by weight of 
a solvent, and an a alkaline material in an <imount sufficient to provide a pH of more than about 9, 
said alkaline material comprising a volatile alkanolamine. 

Claim 32, (WiThdrawn) The detergent con^osition of Claim 11 in a container, in association with 
instructions to use it with a pad containing a superabsorbent material. 

Claim 33. (Currently amended) A process of cleaning a surface, sidd process comprising the steps 
of: applying a cleaning effective amount of a detergent composition to said surface, said detergent 
cott^osition comprising from about 0,0001% to abou t Q.2%, bv weight, of a hydrophilic shear 
thinning polymer selected from the group consistipj y of xamhan gum, guar gum, gum Aiabic, pectin 
and mLxtures thereof, said detergent composition containing from about 0.05% to no more than abetrt 
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0.4% by weight of detergent surfactant, less than about 5 0% by weight of a solvent and an alkaline 
material in an amount sufficient to provide a pH of more than about 9 said alkaline material 
comprising a volatile alkanolamine; and wiping said surface with an absorbent structure comprising a 
superabsorbent material having a capacity for water of at least about 15g/g when measured under a 
confining pressure of 0.3 psi, such that said composition is absorbed by said absorbent structure. 

Claim 34. {Previously added) The process of Qaim 33 wherein said surface is ceramic and said 
detergent composition comprises an effective amount of suds suppressor. 

Claim 35. {Previously added) The process of Oaim 34 wherein said surface is vinyl or a 
polyurethane coated vinyl surface and said detergent composition comprises an effective amount of 
suds suppressor. 

Claim 36. {Previously added) The process of Claim 35 wherein said surface is wood and pre- 
finished wood and wood laminates and said detergent composition comprises an effective amount of 
suds suppressor.
